I was very pleased to receive your 
letter which reinstated some degree of 
confidence in my feeling towards the 
future of motorcycle drag racing. 

Bob, one of the problems we had at 
Beeline was a simple matter of having 
over 1,000 vehicles competing — all 
striving for time runs in one and one- 
half days. In other words, we had over 
300 vehicles more than we had at Irwin- 
dale — a thinner crew as many of our pit 
stewards were stranded because of a 
blizzard. The fact that Bob Braverman 
attained five single runs is pretty good 
in view of the fact that we would have 
to make over 5,000 single runs in order 
for every vehicle in competition to re- 
ceive that many runs. 

I would like for you to come up with 
some area cycle people who possibly 
could be utilized by us at future races 
such as the ones planned in New York 
and Detroit. I agree that the races where 
you supervised the bikes there was 
certainly no difficulty and this is a 
tribute to the respect that you hold in 
their eyes. 

We will probably run bikes at the 
Labor Day event in Fort Worth, Texas.

QUESTION: To obtain maximum pow- 

er from my four-stroke, 
should I run it lean or rich? D,C,— 
Hemet. 


ANSWER: In considering the quest 
for maximum power I must 
present two choices. 

If you were to attempt a one-time, 
banzai run, then you should jet lean. 
You cannot burn up or damage an en- 
gine by running excessively lean. 
The engine actually runs cooler 
when there is not enough fuel to 
produce a hot flame or combustion. 
The point at which an engine will 
burn or reach a destructive tempera- 
ture to piston and valves is between 
maximum power on the lean side and 
arich power jetting. This destruction 
point is known as the Stoichiometric 
effect. 

For true maximum performance 
you should jet small enough so that 
the engine will barely run and then 
progressively increase the size by 
ultra small steps until the correct 
air, fuel mixture will give you that 
top banzai run. Bear in mind that if 
you jet slightly richer than this

at your local competition oriented motorcycle dealer.

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power peak the engine will very pos- 
sibly be destroyed via the Stoichio- 
metric effect. Even atmospheric 
changes or plug condition can push 
you into this slightly rich destruc- 
tion zone. 

If you wish to have a maximum 
power and use it for prolonged peri- 
ods then a rich mixture just beyond 
the Stoich zone will be the ideal. 
Jet rich and work the sizes to a lean 
mix, with every effort to avoid that 
destruction barrier that is slightly 
but not too lean. A rich mixture can 
be destructive due to the fact that 
it will not begin to burn well until 
the exhaust valve opens and adds 
airto the mixture and creates sudden 
increase in the combustion. This oc- 
curs around the exhaust valve and 
in the headers rather than in the 
cylinder as it should be. Inversly, 
running too lean will show by some- 
times firing back through the intake 
valves as the new fuel is added and 
combustion is increased at that 
point — Good Luck!

WATCH A 
Motorcycle 


RACE 


By Chuck Clayton 


Watching men race motorcycles can 
be as rewarding to the informed people 
as a fine dramatic show. Like all good 
drama, a motorcycle race has a begin- 
ning, middle and an end. The course 
of an afternoon or night of racing, as a 
glance at your program will prove, con- 
sists of “Preliminaries”, “Semi-Mains” 
and “Main Events.” These correspond, 
over all, to acts I, I and HI in the 
theater. In addition, each race (theatri- 
cal: scene) builds to a separate climax 
which contributes suspense to the Main 
Events. 

Watch the riders in the Preliminaries. 
Each man represents many symbols of 
allegiance; he represents his home 
town, his family and the people behind 
his racing effort. In addition, the racer 
succeeds or fails on the strength of his 
will and skill. Therefore, he mainly 
represents his own individuality. 

To truly enjoy the drama which is 
unfolding on the track, it helps if you 
can identify (emphasize) with one or 
more of the contestants. Choose. your 
favorites, whose allegiances closely 
parallel your own (perhaps the boys 
from your home town, or the riders with 
the clean machines) and hope for them 
to win. The more you know about the 


racers, the more you will come to like 
your favorites. 

NOTE: It seldom happens, fortunate- 
ly, but on occasion the racers perform 
in a tragedy. It should be emphasized 
that in motorcycle racing, danger is al- 
ways present, but death and injury are 
not supposed to be part of the program. 
In this drama, unlike most fantasy, the 
vanquished is not slain. There are no 
“losers”, in the common sense, after a 
motorcycle race. There are the winners 
and the also-rans, but each has his 
private victory. 

The purpose of the preliminary races 
is to skim off the fastest men and ma- 
chines to meet in the main events. In 
American professional racing there are 
three main events per show, featuring 
beginners (Novices), Intermediate riders 
(Amateurs) and Experts in that order. 

The semi-main event is the “second 
chance” for a rider to get into the Main 
Event. After the intermission, the all- 
star cast is assembled on the track 
(stage) for the last act. Using the spec- 
tator’s senses to the utmost, sight, 
sound, smell and feeling, mixed with 
the dry taste of excitement, the Main 
Event prepares to start. The riders are 
tensely still, awaiting the starter’s 





signal. When they are evenly lined up 
and all ready, they start, and the start= 
ing flag signals go. Part of the racing 
art is anticipating the starter. Eddie 
Mulder, for one, excells in this. Mulder 
will have his clutch engaged and rear 
wheel spinning the instant before the 
starter reacts. Others, less adept then 
Mulder at what racers call “cheating off 
the line,” may overshoot the starter and 
havetoline up again, delaying the start. 

Once under way, an astonishing 
sound, the racers seem to arrive at the 
first turn in a tangle. Inside the pack 
only inches separate bike riders as 
they fight for position with their throt- 
tles. One man emerges from the snarl to 
take the point and hold it if he can, 
but others want it just as much as he 
does. The leader can be disadvantaged 
if he yields to pressure from behind. Or 
he can be outsped by machines with 
greater horsepower. There are many 
ways to take away the lead. At last the 
real winner crosses the finish line 
ahead of all the rest. He has fought to 
the front and held it coolly. He has 
made no fnistakes he could not rectify. 
There is no handicap he did not over- 
come. The drama has ended happily — 
better wins out over good.

A surprise last minute entry from 
Team-Hansen out of Racine, Wiscon- 
sin. Schafer is a former Daytona 
amateur winner who finished 5th in 
the 200 on a H-D last year. Savage 
finished 2nd in amateur race three 
years ago and was one of the front 
runners early in last year’s 200. The 
smallest team entry in number of rid- 
ers and also size of engines, the 
Honda 450. The only double over- 
head cam engines in the race. This 
could be the surprise team on the 
switch from Matchless to Honda. 
Both are experienced road racers 
who will make the first serious bid 
on the Honda brand that is privately 
entered and backed by Hansen who 
has had national road race winners 
and high finishers in the past. 


SUMMARY: Three of the four teams 
entered each have one former Day- 
tona winner. H-D usually has the 
horsepower edge but Triumph has 
been closing the gap fast and will 
go in for the first time this year with 
the rider-depth to match the raft of 
fast H-D riders. BSA was somewhat 
disappointed last year in their first 
team effort but rumors have them 
vastly improved with European Grand 
Prix veteran Alan Sheppard in charge 
of setting up some of the team ma- 
chines in England. It is difficult to 
say how much backing Bob Hansen 
has with the two Hondas that are 
entered for the first time, but Bob is 
usually more than ready and knows 
what it takes to try on the“ Big Boys”. 

Picking a pre-race favorite, it is 
impossible to narrow down to one or 
two riders but from each team we’d 
bet on Mann and White from BSA, 
Rayborn, Reiman and Lawwill from 
H-D, Savage from Honda and Nixon, 
Elmore and Hammer from Triumph. 
One of these will almost certainly 
come up as the 1967 200 mile nation- 
al champion, and probably set a new 
record of over a 97 mph average for 
the distance.

The score- 
board now stands, after four years 
of running this event, at two for Ya- 
maha and two for Harley-Davidson. 
The Suzukis are now tried and prov- 
en, Yamahaif off to a late start with 
a new engine, the H-Ds are still shy 
on overall horses, Kawasakiis brand 
new but has come over to the USA 
with an out-of-the crate racer that 
far surpasses the other three at the 
same stage of the game a few years 
ago. The greatest road racing duel 
ever run in the world took place in 
this race last year when the lead 
changed 42 TIMES AND SECOND 
PLACE CHANGED 145 TIMES!! Ya- 
maha will have to be beaten the hard 
way for the crown. Kawasaki the 
definite “Darkhorse” that could bust 
the race wide open.

MEET GARY NIXON 


Gary Nixon, ten-year veteran in the 
world of motorcycle racing, will be . 
spending his third season in a row as a 
member of the Yamaha Racing Team. 
Last year, Nixon finished the 100 miler 
at Daytona with an eighth place, and the 
year before he ended up second after a 
desperate, last-minute rally for the fin- 
ish line in the last lap. 

Gary has consistently been known as 
one of the best “backup” racers in the 
business, and is constantly exhibiting 
his tremendous racing abilities, His 
record of major victories during the past 
year is a good indication that a large 
portion of the action will revolve around 
him in the upcoming Daytona classic.

Four of the Nation’s top motorcycle 
riders, two ofthem past Daytona winners 
and one a former national point cham- 
pion, have been selected torace the new 
factory Kawasaki bikes from Japan in 
the 100-mile road race feature March 18 
at Daytona International Speedway. 

It will be the Daytona debut for Ka- 
wasaki’s 250cc lightweight A-1-R bikes, 
which will provide a stiff challenge on 
the 3.81-mile Florida road course for 
veteran campaigners from other factory 
teams. 

Named to race the Japanese-made 
motorcycles were Buddy Elmore, 31, of 
El Paso, Tex., Dick Mann, 31, of Rich- 
mond; Calif., Ralph White, 31, of Tor- 
rance, Calif., and David (Swede) Savage, 
Jr., 21, of Los Angeles. 

Elmore is defending champion in the 
big-bore class which will race this year 
on March 19, and White was the *63 
winner in that class. Mann was Grand 
National Point Champion of American 
Motorcycle Assn.in 1963. Young Savage 
earned the title of Top Novice in the 
U.S. in 1963. 

It's a team of veterans, despite their 
youth. Among them, the Kawasaki riders 
have 36 years of professional racing 
experience. 

Kawasaki's team was announced in 
Gardena, Calif. Friday, Feb. 24 by Alan 
Masek, General Manager of American 
Kawasaki Motorcycle Corp., a wholly 
owned subsidiary of Kawasaki Aircraft 
Co., Ltd., the Japanese firm which man- 
ufactures the 40 hp racing machines. 

In early outings, Kawasaki riders 
have won races at Willow Springs, River 
side and Carlsbad, Calif., and Las

victory Feb. 19 on a stock machine that 
was raced practically “out of the ship- 
Ping crate” with only 5 miles on the 
odometer.

It was announced this week that for 
the first time the Yamaha factory will 
enter two of their new 350s at Daytona 
for next Sunday's AMA National Cham- 
pionship race.

This season will mark the full-time 
return to racing of one of the nation's 
top riders, who holds 13 national cham- 
pionships, won the 1963 Grand National 
point title and has been runner-up three 
times.

When 
other teenagers were playing football or 
racing for trophies on the drag strips 
with their cars, he was flattracking on a 
two-wheeler for money. After a brief 
fling at racing in England in 1965, he 
retumed to United States competition, is 
now in his 16th year of pro competition, 
with no end in sight.

MEET DAVID (Swede) SAVAGE, Jr. 


This career motor racing competitor 
started in quarter midgets at the age of 
nine, unless you count the tricycle races 
he organized among the romper set in 
his neighborhood in San Bernardino, 
California. From quarter midgets he 
graduated to three-quarter midgets, then 
to karts before “cheating a little” on his 
age to start racing motorcycles at the 
age of 17. 

One day he watched a scrambles com- 
petition, became enthusiastic about two- 
wheelers and took up the sport. This is 
his fourth year as a pro, third as an ex- 
pert rider specializing in dirt track rac- 
ing. In *63, he was the number 1 novice 
in the United States, and in *64 placed 
second in the 100-miler for lightweights 
at Daytona. The last two years he has 
dropped out of the Daytona 200-miler 
with engine trouble. His first ride aboard 
a Kawasaki was on February 19 at Star- 
dust International Raceway at Las Vegas 
on a “completely stock and standard” 
250cc A-1-R that had “probably 5 miles 
on it and had never been jetted for the 
altitude.” He won the race by 14 sec- 
onds and described the ride as “fabulous.” 
Success in road racing, starting with the 
good finish in his first one at Daytona 
four years ago, has caused him to con- 
centrate on road courses the last two 
seasons. An employee of the Montesa 
distributorship in Los Angeles, he be- 
came acquainted with Dan Gurney and 
hopes some day to follow Gurney’s trail 
to Europe for a ride in Formula One 
Grand Prix machines on the intemational 
championship trail. He and his wife 
Sheryl have a 14-month-old daughter, 
Shelly. Savage attended Pacific H.S, in 
San Bernardino, then San Bernardino 
Valley College, and he plans to contin- 
uehis college education. Savage's father 
is a veterinarian, practicing in the resort 
area of Big Bear, California. 


MEET BUDDY ELMORE 


Defending champion of the Daytona 
AMA 200-miler, No. 1 motorcycle race in 
the United States in 1966, Elmore will 
open the ‘67 season on the new Kawa- 
saki A-1-R 250 Saturday, March 18 on 
the 3.81-mile Daytona road course. El- 
more won the main event last year, riding 
a Triumph, by 1:18 over George Roder of 
Monroeville, O. A specialist in road rac- 
ing, Elmore has been a professional 
rider for five years but has a total of 17 
years of competition behind him, includ- 
ing amateur sportsman competition. In 
the off-season, he is a journeyman elec- 
trician, but from March to November he 
competes in more than 40 national events 
coast-to-coast. His other big win in ‘66

MEET RALPH WHITE

In 1966, shortly prior to the upcoming 
Daytona International Motorcycle Race, 
a severe blow was dealt to the Yamaha 
Racing Squad when it learned that Tony 
Murphy, the only certain choice for the 
team that year, was not going to be able 
to participate in the big annual racing 
event. For as fate would have it, Tony*s 
turn for spending two years in the Army 
with Uncle Sam had finally arrived. 

This year, however, having received 
a medical discharge, Tony will be on the 
track at Daytona as an official member 
of the Yamaha Racing Team. In 1965 
Tony won both the Laconia National 
250cc Class Championship and the 
Western Canadian Championship, two of 
the top motorcycle races held each year. 

Born in London, England, he began 
his motorcycle racing career in 1961, 
and by 1962 he was one of America’s 
most promising road racers. In 1963 he 
entered 23 races and ran up a remarkable 
record of 20 wins and one second place! 
On his way to these victories, Tony set 
both single lap and race records at such 
famous tracks as Willow Springs and 
Riverside, California, and Daytona 
Beach, Florida, where he won the 350cc 
class in the 125 mile United States 
Motorcycle Club (Federation of Interna- 
tional Motorcyclists) Race. He was most 
proud of the fact that his winning ma- 
chine was a “homemade special”, and 
he won several 500cc class races with it. 

Tony will be riding in the expert 
class of the 100 miles 250cc race on 
Saturday, March 18, using a specially 
tuned Yamaha road racer with newly de- 
signed YDS-5, 5 port engine.

MEET BOB WINTERS 


Bob Winters, a first-year expert rider 
who was a last minute addition to the 
1966 Yamaha Racing Team, turned out 
to be the talk of the racing circuit last 
year when he led the Yamaha squad to 
an incredible 8-out-of-the-first-10-places 
victory at the 1966 Daytona International 
100 mile national championship, 

This year, Bob will once again be on 
hand to match his skill against the best 
riders in America as an official member 
of the 1967 Yamaha Racing Team. 
Mounted aboard a “Yamaha Special” 
with a new 5 port engine, never before 
used in competition, Bob will pit his 
racing skills against more than 100 
other riders entered in this year's big 
race on March 18th. The Yamaha people

especially will be looking to Bob with 
the hope that he’ll once again be able 
to lead the team to victory and maintain 
Yamaha’s 250cc 100 mile national cham- 
pionship for the 3rd year in a row, 

During the 1965 season Bob captured 
3rd spots at such places as Laconia, 
N.H., Des Moines, lowa, Meadowdale, 
Illinois, and St. Louis, Missouri. Also 
in 1965 Bob entered an independent 
Yamaha in the Daytona classic and paced 
the pack in third position for more than 
half the race before his engine blew. 

Bob, now 26 years of age, first start- 
ed racing sportsman scrambles events 
back in 1960. It wasn’t until 1963 that 
he took a more serious interest in racing 
and became a professional novice, even»

Hailing from Fort Smith, Arkansas, 
Bob and wife Ann have a little boy, 14 
months old, named Robert Mark, When 
not racing, he manages the Winters 
Cycle Shop for his Dad, who is also a 
racing “bug.”

MEET MIKE DUFF 


Although sidelined with injuries dur- 
ing the 1965 Japanese Grand Prix, 
causing him to miss a large portion of 
the 1966 season, Canadian-bom Mike 
Duff has really made his mark in the 
world of international motorcycle racing. 

In 1965, prior to his crash, Mike cap- 
tured second place in the 250cc stand- 
ings for the Grand Prix World Champion- 
ship. During the ‘64 season, his total 
points gave him a fourth place in world 
standings in the 250cc class, a third 
place in the 350cc class, and another 
fourth in the 500cc class. In running up 
this remarkable record, he won the Bel- 
gium Grand Prix and the Commonwealth 
Trophy Race, plus several lesser events, 
and placed very high in a great many 
other events. 

At the upcoming annual Daytona In- 
ternational Speedway Race, Mike will be 
riding a brand new, specially designed 
Yamaha road racer, complete with a new, 
AMA approved, YDS-5 five port engine. 
The combination of the two definitely 
pegs Duff as a “man to watch.” 

Now 28 years old, Mike began motor- 
cycle racing atthe age of 16, where he 
raced frequently on the Canadian short 
tracks. About seven years ago he went 
to England to ride in the British and 
Continental circuits, and was extremely 
successful. 

In 1963, Mike married a Finnish girl, 
Kristina. They now make their home in 
West Kingstown, Kent, England. They 
live about 200 yards from the Famous 
Brands Hatch race course. The Duffs 
have a young son, 3% years old, and a 
daughter, 2 years old. 


YAMAHA AT DAYTONA — 1967 


When 167 expert motorcycle riders 
representing a dozen major brands from 
all over the world compete in the biggest, 
most important race in the country, the 
chance of one brand capturing 8 out of 
10 positions is very slight. The mathe- 
matical odds of the same brand duplicat- 
ing this feat two years in a row are 
fantastic. Yet one brand — Yamaha — did 
this very thing. At Daytona Beach, 
Florida, March 1965, in the American 
Motorcycle Association's 100 mile Na- 
tional Championship Race for machines 
in the 250cc class, Yamahas took 1-2-3- 
4-7-8-9-10 with Dick Mann of Crockett, 
California, coming home the winner. On 
March 19, 1966, Yamaha set an almost 

























identical record of 1-2-3-4-6-8-9-10 with 
first-year expert rider Robert Winters, of 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, taking the 
checkered flag first. 

Veteran observers described this 
classic event as “the best motorcycle 
race ever held!” The lead changed hands 
42 times in 27 laps. When it was all 
over, the winner was only 12 lengths in 
front of second place John Buckner who 
led number three man Ralph White by a 
mere nose! After White came Don Vesco, 
fourth, Don Twigg, sixth, Gary Nixon, 
eighth, Sonny Gager, ninth, and Larry 
Schaefer, tenth — all on Yamahas, 

Because of these fantastic, unprece- 
dented victories ‘at Daytona in the last 
2 years, Yamaha, the second-fastest 
selling motorcycle in the United States, 
will be the brand that all motorcycle 
racing buffs will be watching at the 100 
mile National championship race at Day- 
tona Beach, Florida, next March 17-18. 

Just a few short years ago, Yamaha 
was playing the part of the underdog at 
the country’s top racing plants. Company 
officials decided that what they needed 
was a lightweight machine with lots of 
horsepower, superb handling qualities, 
and effective, reliable, braking. To fill 
these requirements, they developed the 
now-famous TD-1A, an improved version 
of the TD-1, followed, and last year, 
still a better machine was built, the 
TD1-B. These machines, which sell for 
about $1,100.00 were patterned after 
Yamaha's “factory works” machines, the 
RD-56s, which won the World Grand Prix 
Championship in 1964 and again in 1965, 
with Englishman Phil Read as the rider. 

This year, Yamaha’s Research De- 
partment has gone all out to perfect a 
brand new, YDS-5 road racing machine 
with a newly incorporated, AMA ap-

“runaway” is entirely possible. 

Yamaha figures to be the brand to 
beat, although several other brands have 
improved their production racing models 
and the competition should be much 
tougher. Yamaha management people are 
most enthusiastic in their support of 
racing, because like most major auto- 
mobile manufacturers today, they believe 
very strongly that this is the best “re- 
search lab” possible. They cite many 
improvements on standard street ma- 
chines which have been the direct result

Some of 
the more enterprising riders wrapped 
themselves in large sheets of clear plas- 
tic, but others just said “to heck with 
it,” and enjoyed their soaking.

Of the 18 runs finished, he 
took 15 firsts in the 500cc Expert 
class, so he really deserved this win,

Com- 
menting on his win, the young Monte- 
bello m/c dealer said, “Ha ha Cycle 
World, it didn’t fall apart!” 


Gary Conrad, on a Greeves, Was 
the second man in and took 1st 250 
Expert. Right behind Gary was J.N. 

Gary 
Griffin arrived fourth on a 250 Bul- 
taco. Sam Dempsey was a big sur- 
prise, coming in fifth overall and 1st 
Open Amateur. Right behind him came 
the 1st Open Expert, Lon Peterson 
on his new Triumph Metisse, which 
his dad just put together Saturday 
night.

Several of the hill sections were so 
wide that the riders had their choice of 
route, and a rider’s finishing position, 
as likely as not, was determined by just 
which groove he picked—on one section, 
if he took the easier, longer route down 
he would be unhappy to discover he had 
lost so much time he may have dropped 
five or six positions. And on another, if 
he took the fast, direct way straight up 
the hill he might not be able to climb 
the hill at all! 


Photographer’s Dream 


By no stretch of the imagination was 
this a fast course, and many of the 
riders had severe troubles with their 
super-tuned scramblers because if they 
slowed down to get traction the engine 
would come off the boil and if they 
twisted the throttle too briskly they 
would break loose — it was the usual 
thing to see some poor devil drop back 
down the hill a few feet with the rear 
wheel spinning furiously, ease off, kill 
the motor, and have to wrestle the bike 
around and go back to the bottom and 
start over again. This was where the 
nearly-stock machine, or the out-and-out 
enduro rig, came into its own. 


There were dozens of crashes—one of 
the better riders told me he would liketo 
get around the course just once without 
falling off so he could go home and brag 
to his wife — but due to the low speeds 
the crashes were mostly of the step-off 
type with injuries confined to the egos. 


And it was a photographers dream—if 
aphotog didn’t get dramatic action shots 
he either didn't know his business or 
was out of film!

Four States Represented 


At last week's race, there were 
thirty-six riders from Phoenix, Tucson 
and Flagstaff, as well as out-of-staters 
from Colorado, Mexico and California.

The Open Amateur Class is for any- 
body who can twist: a throttle. Therefore, 
I usually find myself hiding behind large 
objects and watching from great dis- 
tances. But it’s a lot of fun to watch, 

In the first race, Albuquerque’s Frank 
Westerman, riding a Harley Sportster, 
led all the way with Bill Barnes and 
Jim Morgan battling for second. Barnes 
grabbed second just before the finish. 
From the start of the next, it was any- 
body*s race. On the third lap, Mike Win- 
ston (Triumph) from Grand Canyon fell 
in the right-hand tun and it looked bad 
but wasn’t. Bikes were going in all dir- 
ections to avoid him.

We recently read a very important 
article in Motor Cycle News from Eng- 
land concerning the BSA and Triumph 
efforts for Daytona this year. Triumph 
and BSA are sending over six. works- 
prepared machines to compete in the 
Daytona 200 miler on March 19th. The 
racers, along with three top notch factory 
mechanics were flown here last week. 
We understand the Triumph engine de- 
velops 49 hp at 8200 RPM’sand the BSA 
is putting out 50.75 brake hp at 8200 
RPM’s. Both are fitted with the famed 
Italian Fontana front brakes. Also, one 
of the BSA's will have front and rear 
brakes, One of Europe*s top road racers, 
Alan Shepherd was injured while testing 
one of the new BSA machines, but his 
comment was that the equipment was 
faster than any works machines he has 
ridden in the past three or four years. 
These machines should be capable of 
doing the job, at Daytona. Surprisingly 
enough, the ACU in Europe is screaming 
their heads off, wondering why BSA and 
Triumph doesn*t build some of these 
“ultrasspecial® machines for their road 
race circuits. 

Many of you who will be in the pits 
at Daytona should be interested in look- 
ing this machine over closely. The Tri- 
umph is sporting a new outside oil cool- 
er in front of the engine, as well as a 
newly developed steering damper for 
better handling. 





Can I Buy One? 


Are these machines from Triumph and 
BSA, as well as some of the works 
Harleys, available to every rider wish- 
ing to compete? : 

If not, this shoots down one of the 
biggest objections the AMA~has to the 
FIM rules. They claim the riders are not 
fairly matched because of the factory 
sponsorship, but in reality, aren’t they 
doing the same thing? What's the differ- 
ence whether you are riding a specially 
prepared Triumph against one of the 
local riders who has tried to convert a 
standard Triumph over to compete in 
road racing or trying to run against the 
factory MV 4 or a Honda 4? We hope that 
some avid motorcyclist will try to make 
aclaim on one ofthese factory machines. 
We would like to see how the AMA offi- 
cials would handle such a situation. In 
reality, I think it would be better for 
both AMA and for motorcycling in general 
to drop some of the superficial rules 
they have held on to for 50 years and 
allow some of the exotic equipment 
which is available to participate in their 
events. We're sure it would give the 
motorcycling image in this country, 
through spectator interest, a shot in the 
arm. I wonder how many more spectators 
would come to Daytona to see the spec- 
tacle if they knew that Mike Hailwood 
and Agustini and some of the other 
world champions would be there to com- 
pete against some of the best American 
riders? 

For the local road racing fans, the 
ACA will present their second road race 
event of the year, the Challenger, on 
March 19th. This will afford the local 
non=sponsored riders an opportunity to 
compete at Willow Springs. More on this 
event in our next week*s column.

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“ONCE AROUND THE COURSE” -- Shamrocks ENDURO PREVIEW 


By Dick Wright 


ED. NOTE — Usually “Once Around 
The Course” describes a desert run— 
its terrain and hazards — after the 
race is over. This time, Dick Wright 
went out to the scene of the upcom- 
ing Shamrocks M.C. Enduro (sched- 
uled for April 2) and looked it over 
ahead of time. In an effort to encour- 
age newcomers, and clue-in the 
regulars, he offers the following 
pointers: 

Last Sunday I went out to check the 
course selected by the Shamrocks M,C, 
for their Enduro on April 2, 1967. Start- 
ing at Cinco's Restaurant, 15 miles 
north of Mojave on Highway 14, it will 
be a 125-mile run of three loops, shaped 
like a shamrock. Trail bikes will travel 
only the first loop, approximately 45 
miles of very enjoyable desert trails 
and great sandwashes; no uphills, but 
one downhill to keep it interesting. 

The start will be across the street 
from the restaurant, heading east. The 
first three miles will be the roughest — 
soft up-and-down sand dunes, which I 
took in second gear on my 90cc Hodaka. 
For the new rider, the idea would be to 
keep your feet up and keep the engine 
buzzed. Don’t steer with the handle-bars, 
but use body English. 

Once out of the soft sand, there’s a 
drop onto a hard sand trail along which 
we could buzz in third and fourth gear; 
then onto a fire road and back into a 
nice trail, still heading east. The trail 
dropped into a sandwash heading uphill 
and to the right, so I used second and 
third gear to keep the engine revved up 
(Note; don't lug down a small two-stroke). 

After the sandwash we followed some 
trails that ran along the foothill, rolling 
up and down, overlooking the dry lake. 
Then, entering a small sandwash, I saw 
my first rock — off to the side, butnot 
actually on the trail. This sandwash ran 
uphill a short distance and then turned 
right to a trail which took us around the 
hills. At this point it was time to start 
the downhill trip and head back to the 
highway. 

Ups and Downs 

This is the only downhill grade on 
the course, and it looks a lot worse than 
it is. I put my bike in low gear, with my 
rear brake locked up and just a little

pressure on the front brake, and pro- 
ceeded to bounce down the rocky, nar 
row section, which is only about 75 feet 
long. There is no real hurry in an En- 
duro, so this hill should be fun. Gordon 
Casper even stopped in the middle to 
light up his cigar, saying that we had 
been moving so fast he didn’t have time 
to smoke. 

After the hill came one of the most 
beautiful wide-open sandwashes I have 
ever seen, riding three abreast in fourth 
gear, and having a real ball for that five 
miles. The course then turned right 


again, heading back for the foothills on 


a wide trail that led into another sand- 
wash. A left bend onto a fire road for 
about two miles, and then a right turn, 
brought us to some typical desert boon- 
docks. 

Upon leaving the boondocks we could 
see the highway, and turning right onto 
a nice fire road, we cruised back to 
Cinco’s for the end of the first loop and 
the finish for the trail bikes. 

Anote to the new rider: When making 
turns in a sandwash, remember to use 
body English and keep the engine buzzed. 
Once you put your brakes on and your 
foot down, you just spin the back wheel, 


so stay on top of the sand.) 


More, More 


Back in the pits, I still felt like 
tiding some more, and was told that I 
would probably have to push my trail 
bike up one of the hills on the second 
loop. Since I don’t like to push, I fol- 
lowed Bob Steffan (the man in charge of 
the run), who was just leaving to clock 
the third loop of approximately 35 miles. 

The first five miles of the third loop 
were beautiful — fire roads just like we 
had at Catalina — and we continued on 
these until we came to the first of three 
downhills. This was the darnedest down- 
hill I have ever seen, about 100 yards 
long on very soft sand. Steffan put his 
Triumph in low gear and idled down in 
fast time. I put mine in low gear, locked 
up the rear brake, and put a lot of pres- 
sure On the front brake. With both feet 
down, I moseyed down one hill, taking 
half of the sand with me. 

At this point, we headed for the old 
Red Rock Canyon area in open boondock 
trails for about five miles, and then into 
a nice sandwash leading to more trails. 
The trail ended at the top of a hill that 
was hard dirt at the top and soft sand at 
the bottom, for which Steffan turned it 
on in low at the top, and shifted into 
second halfway down and into the sand. 
Ijust went down slow and let them laugh. 

We went onto some fast backhill trails 
and then down the old Red Rock Canyon 
hill, passing the water pipe with running 
water, and trailing the next 8 or 10 miles 
to the pits. 

A few pointers for the beginner: 


1. Don't change lanes on a 
straight fire road or 2-lane 
Jeep trail, A fast rider may be 
ready to pass you. 


2. Watch for danger markers — 
there will not be many. It will 
be three lines of lime across 
the trail, four feet apart, and 
about 50 feet before the dan- 
ger area, 


3. When the trail turns, the club 
will put three or four spots 
of lime or ribbon markers 
close together on the side 
that the turn will take. 


Enduros are fun to ride because you 
don’t have to race. You just ride on the 
clock time set up by the club, so come 
on out and enjoya day in the desert.

of developing and improving racing 


models, 

How fast will a Yamaha road racing 
machine run in competition? The 250cc 
was officially clocked through the traps 
at Daytona last year at over 131 miles 
per hour! This year, with the newly in- 
corporated, AMA approved, YDS-5 road 
racing engine with 5-port design power- 
ing the Yamaha squad, chances are any- 
thing can happen! 

The research and development for 
racing machines is passed on to the 
Yamaha buyer in new models after each 
season. The machines used in AMA com- 
petition are the same as the production 
Yamaha road racers available from any 
of a thoysand Yamaha dealers across 
the country. 


MEN BEHIND THE MACHINES 


Modern motorcycles are very complex 
and specialized machines. Engine types 
vary from two-cycle to four-cycle; from 
vertical twins to horizontal singles, from 
large, low-rpm engines to small, high 
rpm engines. The machines themselves 
are of many different types, depending on 
the use to which they'll be put. The 
majority are built for street riding, but 
many are built for “trailing,” for “cross- 
country enduros,” or for short “scram- 
bles” courses. 

Probably the most specialized of all 
motorcycles is the road racer. It must 
withstand extremely high speeds for long 
Periods of time. Its maneuverability must 
be flawless; its braking unerringly ac- 
curate. Such was the case of the TD-1, 
TD-1A, and TD-1B, Yamaha’s 250cc 
championship road racing machines. 

This year, Yamaha’s Technical Re- 
search Department went all out to make 
sure that the official Yamaha Racing 
Team would once again have the best 
mounts possible for the upcoming race 
at Daytona on March 18th. With this 
thought in mind, they perfected an even 
more improved version of the TD1-B — 
YDS-5 road racing machine, complete 
with newly incorporated five-port engine 
design. 

For the 1967 chapter of the Daytona 
International Motorcycle Race, Yamaha 
officials have designated to a small, 
handpicked group of trained technicians 
the responsibility of making sure the 
new road racing machines are all in per- 
fect championship running condition. 

Leo Lake, Yamaha Racing Manager, 
will be in charge of the team, hopefully 
to once again lead the squad to victory 
this year. Last season, Leo was highly 
instrumental in causing Yamaha’s mag- 
nificent 1966 win at Daytona. With the 





. able assistance of Service Instructor 


Jim Salisbury, and Leo’s vast storehouse 
of knowledge of motorcycle racing and 
mechanics, Yamaha should definitely be 
holding the spotlight at this year’s Day- 
tona contest. 

Mike Sekine, Assistant Racing Man- 
ager, will act as chief Yamaha speed 
tuner. Before being assigned to Yamaha’s 
U.S. branch, Mike took part in all phases 
of testing and inspection systems. At 
the American headquarters, his job is 
divided between the care and mainten- 
ance of racing machines and in acting 
as foreman of the Yamaha testing de- 
partment. 

Mr. Ike Kone, one of the most recent 
additions to the U.S. Yamaha staff in the 
field of technical research, will act as 
Supervisor, along with Mr. Toshnori 
Suzuki, who is being sent out from Japan 
especially for the Daytona race. 

Another representative who will be 
aboard the Yamaha crew from Japan will 
be factory mechanic N. Yoshida.

Last week at Irwindale raceway, 
Boris Murray*s Super Bike was brought 
to the starting line and the announcer 
said, “The street bike of Murray and 
Cook is on the line”. As the clutch was 
released the announcer gasped and ex- 
claimed, “Gawd, the power that cycle 
has!” His shock was caused by the 
tremendous billows of smoke that rolled 
from the Avon slick, hidden by the 
stock fenders and chain guards. How 
did it come about? Through the power 
developed in 40 inches of Triumph 
modified internally to the fullest extent 
and nursing on 92 per cent nitro methane. 

To the distributor of his advertising 
representative it would have been a 
moment of glorious rapture, for some 
5,000 spectators came to their feet and 
focused rapt attention on this Bonne- 
ville. There was nothing else that could 
hold such attention for the period of 
time required to travel the quarter mile. 
And even after its run was complete, 
the bike was on the mind and tips of 
tongues for a long period after. 

Murray and Cook are not alone, for 
Bob Sirkegian has fielded his BSA, and 
Chuck Adams who is currently back 
east has a new Triumph SuperBike 


under way.

Every contender wished to create a 
spectacle of performance before the 
large crowd of non-cyclists each week- 
end and the goal is to reach speed un- 
believable for a “show room” cycle.

We are happy to 
say that others have followed suit. 
Cycle racing from a national level still 
has a long way to go but the door has 
been opened enough to aim the entire 
thing in the right direction. 

Although Duff hails from nearby 
Canada he is still considered very much 
a “European” rider. He finished second 
in the world’s championship 250cc point 
standings in ‘65 and ran second to 
champ, Phil Read in just about every 
big world wide event that year. 

Yamaha and Duff both find them- 
selves on the hot spot. Yamaha has 
blown all comers clean off the track at 
Daytona the last two years, winning 
eight of ten places, including first, the 
last two years running. Duff comes to 
AMA racing for the first time heralded 
as one of the best road racers in the 
world—his record speaks for itself, But 
it has been against every rider from all 
nations, except the USA. 


Middleman Mike 


Duff is caught right in the middle. If 
he wins the 250cc 100-miler you can 
expect an invasion of foreign riders in 
coming years, the same as took place 
after Jimmy Clark became the first GP 
driver to try on the Americans in cars 
at Indy. 


Should Mike lose, and be beaten 
soundly, then it is a door-opener for 
many Yankees to obtain rides in Europe 
on the Grand Prix circuit. Regardless of 
what Duff does, it is another feather in 
Yamaha’s hat for having the foresight 
to bring in a rider of this caliber to give 
American cycle racing a boost and 
added flavor, 

There is an age-old argument as to 
who has the best road racers, the United 
States — or the rest of the world. The 





local lads have been called “Around the 
Barn” racers and other things too nu- 
merous to mention. Just about’ all are 
dirt trackers full time and road racers 
part of the time. 

This column, for one, is not going to 
lose any sleep over wondering how the 
Americans will fare against a top rider 
such as Duff. I have seen the “Barn 
Boys” too many times to sell them short. 

The Canadian will find a new type 
of racing at Daytona. When he last rode 
there, in a USMC event, he had only his 
teammate, Phil Read, to chase around. 
Come March 18th I can think of at least 
a dozen barn-burners who will be in one 
of three positions — ahead of Mike, 
alongside of Mike, or right behind Mike. 
Good luck, Mike. 


There is also another item to con= 
sider. There have been many long-haired 
gentlemen running around of late, yelling 
that American road racing is not the 
the way to go and that the European 
way, is the only way. This could be- 
come debatable after March 18 & 19th. 

Yamaha will enter only two 350s in 
the big bike 200-miler. Now, a good 350 
with a good rider should not be able to 
beat a good 500 with a good rider, 

It would be foolish to expect Murphy 
or Duff to win the 200 as the machines 
were never even tested on these shores. 
They were flown straight to Daytona 
from Japan. Nobody has ever won with 
last minute efforts such as this. 

But let’s say that one or both of the 
350s place inside the top ten. This in 
itself is a victory for Yamaha and some 
in the AMA who are going to put a lid 
on all racing in *69 and say that no 
machines larger than a 350 will be al- 
lowed to compete in road races and dirt 
track oval events. 

A top ten finish for Yamaha would be 
a true victory, but as a second thought, 
it is debatable as to what and what not 
the American racing public will buy. 


Hooray for Calif! 

California sends its largest and 
finest group to Daytona this year. They 
won two of the four major events down 
there in ‘66 and there is no reason to 
think that they won’t do better this 
year. 

Grabbing the tiger by the tail we 
will go with Dave Smith to win the 
novice event, Walt Fulton and Jim Odom 
to be tops in the amateur 100-miler and 
if it is possible, Gary Nixon, to become 
the first rider to ever win both the 
250cc 100-miler and the big bike 200- 
national.
